LDS  Church  business  included  the  release 
of  Elder  Roydcn  G.  Derrick  us  a  member  of 
the  presidency  of  the  First  Quorum  of 
Seventy  and  the  sustaining  vole  of  Elder 
Marion  D.  Hanks  to  the  presidency  of  the 
First  Quorum  of  Seventy. 

Three  new  members  also  were  named  to 
temporarily  serve  in  this  major  governing 
body  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Lat¬ 
ter-day  Saints.  New  members  of  the  First 
Quorum  of  Seventy  are  John  Sonnenberg.  F. 
Arthur  Kay  ami  Keith  W.  Wilcox.  No  other 

changes  in  general  authorities  or  church 
officers  were  made. 

President  Hinckley  opened  the  session 
saying  his  heart  was  touched  at  the  vast 
congregation  scattered  over  the  continent 
for  s  ich.a  remarkable  occasion. 


He  said  when  the  saints  gather  to  hear 
those  that  are  called  of  God.  the  church  is 
united  with  a  testimony  of  Christ,  the  church 
that  bears  his  name. 

He  expressed  the  Minis',  love  for  Presi¬ 
dent  Kimball  and  stressed  the  strength  of 
the  organization  of  the  church.  Though  Pres¬ 
ident  Kimball  is  elderly,  he  said,  there  is  no 
reason  for  members  to  worry  about  him  (li¬ 
the  church.  The  church  is  set  up  with  counse¬ 
lors  in  the  First  Presidency  ami  with  the 
Council  of  Twelve  to  govern  the  church  if 
needs  be. 

"The  1-ord  will  not  allow  the  church  to 
suffer,”  he  said.  “It  can  accommodate  any  set 
of  circumstances.  The  priesthood  is  on  the 
earth.” 

President  Ezra  Taft  Benson  followed 
President  Hinckley,  speaking  from  a  con¬ 
cern  that  members  are  “not  using  the  Book 

of  Mormon.  Another  Testament  for  Jesus 
Christ,  as  God  intends."  He  answered  five 


critical  questions,  saying  the  Book  of  Mor¬ 
mon  is  the  book  of  today  ami  quoting  from 
the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  who  called  it  the 
“keystone  of  our  religion.  Take  away  the 
Book  of  Mormon  and  the  revelations  und 
where  is  our  religion?” 

Answering  the  question  as  to  the  |Hirpose 
of  the  Book  of  Mormon,  he  said  it  is  “to  bring 
men  to  Christ,  to  be  reconciled  to  him.  anti 
then  to  join  his  Church  —  in  that  order.” 

He  also  defined  how  we  are  to  use  the 
Book  of  Mormon.  “We  must  first  read  it  ami 
gain  a  testimony  for  ourselves.”  he  said. 

The  im|Mirt;mce  of  daily  reading  indi¬ 
vidually  ami  in  family  settings  was  also 
sltressecl.  the  Book  of  Mormon  holds  essen¬ 
tial  truths.  President  Benson  said.  "Yester¬ 
day's  meal  is  not  enough  to  sustain  today’s 
needs  So  also  an  infrequent  reading  of  'the

The  Book  of  Mormon,  which  U  the  record  of 
Joseph  and  "verifies  anti  clarifies  the  Bible."  is  for 
.  members  and  non-members  alike.  “If  we  are  to 
have  the  harvest  of  souls  that  President  Kimball 
envisions,  then  we  must  use  the  instrument  which 
God  has  designed  for  that  task  —  the  Book  of  Mor- 
mon.  We  invite  all  men  evemvhere  to  read  the 
^of  Mormon.  Another  Testament  of  Jesus 

Elder  Neal  A.  Maxwell  of  th6  LDS  Council  of 
Twelve,  with  his  mastery  of  the  English  language, 
delivered  an  eloauent  address  on  the  latter-day 
work  of  the  Lord  that  is  arising  out  of  obscurity 
“becoming  a  light  which  can  no  longeroc  hidden." 

He  reminded  the  saints  of  their  part  in  the  prepa- 
-  ration  of  a  great  work,  ami  that  “by  small  means  the 
bringabout  great  things"  (I  Nephi  10:2511. 
Although  the  gospel  light  is  small,  the  "adversary 
knows  what  it  signifies,  hence  his 'disproportionate 
efforts  to  dim  it." 

Weighing  events  on  a  scale,  he  said.  “Truth,  as 
Mount  Sinai  showed,  transcends  the  Importance  of 
the  terrain  on  which  it  is  given.  The  Holy  Land  was 
..  a  comparatively  small  strip  of  sand  .  .  .  even  so. 

■  therein  occurred  the  central  drama  of  nil  human 

■  history.” 

Likewise  great  drama  was  taking  place  not  re¬ 
corded  in  the  four  gospels  during  significant  events 
in  Christian  history.  “There  appears  to  be  precious 
little  secular  history  which  records  the  drama 
associated  with  the  arraignment,  trial,  and  crucifi¬ 
xion  of  Jesus." 

Yet  history  in  its  unfinished  »nd  mosaic  form  will 
“be  larger  and  more  varied  as  more  Pieces  of  tile 
emerge,  adjusting  a  sequence  here  3r  enlarging 
there  a  sector  of  our  understanding.  There  may  be  a 
few  pieces  oftile  which  for  the  moment,  do  not  seem 
to  fit.  We  can  wait,  as  we  must 

.  “So  the  process  of  proving,  reproving  and  impro¬ 
ving  unfolds.  Meanwhile,  unevenness  in  the  spir¬ 
itual  development  of  people  means  untidyness  in 
the  history  of  people 

I  _  He  admonished  saints  against  questioning  gaps 
'  in  spiritual  history  saying  “there  is  not  full  correla- 
,  tion  between  the  four  gospels  about  the  events  and 
participants  at  the  empty  garden  tomb.  Yet  the 
important  thing  is  that  the  tomb  was  empty,  be¬ 
cause  Jesus  had  been  resurrected,"  he  concluded. 

It  is  necessary  to  consider  why  we  serve  as  well 
as  how  we  serve,  if  we  desire  to  purify  our  sendee 
in  the  church  and  to  our  fellow  men.  said  Elder 
Dallin  H.  Oaks  of  the  LDS  Council  of  Twelve. 

Elder  Oaks  stressed  the  importance  of  serving 
fellow  men  for  the  right  reasons,  "...  as  a  man 
thinketh  in  his  heart,  so  is  he”  (Prov.  23:7). 

The  scriptures  teach  that  the  Lord  looks  to  our 
thoughts  as  well  as  our  acts.  “If  our  works  are  to  be 
credited  for  good,  they  must  be  done  for  the  right 
reasons." 

He  challenged  saints  to  strive  for  the  “highest 
and  best  reasons"  to  serve  because  “sen-ice  is  a 
covenant  obligation  of  all  members  of  the  church  of 
Jesus  Christ." 

Some  people  serve  for  the  hope  of  earthly  re¬ 
ward,  including  prominence  in  wealth,  wordly  hon¬ 
ors  or  power,  Elder  Oaks  said.  “Such  sen-ice  earns 
no  gospel  reward.” 

Others  are  motivated  to  sene  by  a  personal  de¬ 
sire  to  obtain  good  companionship.  They  “seek  not

man  walketh  in  his  own  way.  and  after  the  image  of 
his  own  god.  whose  image  is  in  the  likeness  of  the 
world,  and  whose  substance  is  that  of  an  idol.  .  .  ." 

(D4C  1:16). 

“Some  may  serve  out  of  fear  of  punishment."  he 

said.  The  scriptures  ore  full  of  incidents  of  the  mis¬ 
erable  state  people  exist  in  when  they  fail  to  follow 
the  commandments  of  God. 

'Those  whoserve  out  ofa  sense  of  duty  or  loyalty  . 
to  various  wholesome  causes  are  the  good  and  hon¬ 
orable  men  and  women  of  the  earth." 

Though  those  that  serve  out  of  fear  or  loyalty  are  j 
bound  to  receive  heaven's  blessings.  Elder  Oaks 
said,  there  are  higher  reasons  for  service. 

“One  such  higher  reason  for  service  is  the  hope  nf  I 
an  eternal  reward.” 

It  is  one  of  the  most  powerful  sources  of  motiva¬ 
tion  because  it  involves  faith  in  God  and  in  the 
fulfillment  of  his  prophecies. 

Charity  is  “the  pure  love  of  Christ”  (Mor.  7:17). 
and  our  service  will  profit  us  nothing  unless  our 
service  is  motivated  by  the  pure  love  of  Christ. 

Elder  Oaks  stressed  the  importance  of  serving 
with  our  heart  and  mind  even  though  it  is  a  "high 
challenge  for  nil  of  us." 

“The  highest  and  best  reason  for  serving  is  the 
pure  love  of  Christ.”  He  said. 

Elder  M.  Russell  Ballard  of  the  presidency  of  the 
First  Quorum  of  Seventy  instructed  church  mem¬ 
bers  on  the  great  responsibility  they  have  to  tlo 
missionary  work. 

The  assignment  to  the  members  of  the  church  is 
very  clear.  “We  are  to  take  the  gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  to  every  human  soul. 

“If  the  question  is  ever  H.-nctl,  -  You  mean  you  are 
out  to  convert  the  entire  world?'  the  answer  is 
'Yes.'  "  People  need  to  understand  the  ability  of 
modem  technology  making  it  possible  for  the  world 
to  hear  the  gospel. 

“Wc  must  use  to  their  greatest  potential  the 


Even  though  we  have  this  great  technology 
available  to  us.  “there  is  no  power  in  the  church  to 
spread  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  that  can  equal 
what  youand  l  as  individuals  can  do."  Elder  Ballard 
said. 

Some  members  of  the  church  have  been  quite 
successful  in  missionary  work  but  others  have  not 
yet  tried.  Understanding  the  underlying  doctrine 
of  our  Heavenly  Father's  work  is  vital. 

"Is  there  any  better  way  that  vou  and  I  can 
demonstrate  to  the  Lord  our  love  (or  him  than  to 
share  his  gospel?” 

We  don't  need  to  go  to  a  foreign  country,  or 
officially  be  called  on  a  mission  for  the  church  to 
spread  the  word  of  the  gospel,  he  said.  “Our  next 
door  neighbors,  friends,  acquaintances,  family 
members,  relatives  and  the  stranger  down  the 
street  are  all  part  of  the  world  with  whom  we 
should  be  sharing  the  gospel  message." 

He  challenged  members  to  “write  down  a  date" 
when  they  will  have  a  non-member  ready  for  gos|>el 
instruction  and  baptism. 

Elder  Ballard  also  urged  members  to  pray 
diligently  to  the  Lord  for  his  guidance.  'The  key  to 
our  success  will  be  to  ask  for  divine  guidance  that 
we  might  be  directed  to  those  who  will  accept  the 
gospel."

Shutter  2.  The 
Aperture.  The 
camera  shutter  is  a 
little  bit  like  your 
eyelids  but  its  pur¬ 
pose  is  different. 
The  aperture  Is  like 
the  iris  in  your  eye 
in  both  function  and 
purpose. 

The  shutter  ad¬ 
justs  light  by  the 
amount  of  time  it 
stays  open.  The 
longer  it  is  open  the 
more  light  it  lets  In. 
The  aperture  is  a 
hold  of  variable  dia¬ 
meter.  The  larger 
the  diameter,  the 
more  light  It  lets  in. 

To  understand 
priority,  lets  start 
with  a  manual 
camera.  A  manual 
camera  can  be 
used  with  either 
priority  (in  the  past, 
when  most  camer¬ 
as  were  manual  the 
term  priority  wasn't 
even  mentioned.)  If 
you  leave  the 
camera  sat  on  a 
cerfaip  shutter 
speed,  often1  VYas, 
and  change  >the 
aperture  to  adjust 
for  light,  this  is 
shutter  priority.  If 
you  were  to  leave 
the  aperture  at  a 
certain  setting,  say 
f5.6,  and  change 
the  shutter  speed 
to  adjust  the  light, 
this  is  aperture 
priority. 

With  the  advent 
of  automatic 
cameras  the  term 
"priority"  has  be¬ 
come  much  more 
significant,  mosi 
automatic  cameras 
adjust'llght  by 
changing  either  the 
shutter  speed  or 
the  aperture.  You 
have  to  choose. 

There  are  two 
other  systems. 
There  are  program 
cameras  which  will 
adjust  both  aper¬ 
ture  and  shutter 
speed  simul¬ 
taneously  and 
there  are  cameras 
which  offer  all 
possible  options, 
program,  shutter 
priority  or  aperture 
priority,  all  In  the 
same  camera.

FORT  COLLINS.  Colo.  —  It  took 
Colorado  Slate  more  than  an  hour  to 
pet  its  homecoming  bonfire  lit  Friday 

right.  By  the  time  the  Rams  got  any¬ 
thing  going  Saturday.  B\U  had 
already  bunted  them  for  21  points  en 
mute  to  a  52-9  triumph. 

And  the  Cougars  barely  had  to 
break  a  sweat  to  do  it. 

The  BYU  defense  held  CSU  to  14 
yards  on  its  first  three  possessions. 
The  Rams'  best  offensive  "lays  came 
when  the  Cougars'  Lee  Johnson 
sailed  his  second  and  third  kickoffs 
through  the  end  zone  and  the  ball 
came  back  out  to  the  30-yard  line. 

“We  seemed  to  stop  everything 
they  threw  at  us."  understated  BYU 
defensive  tackle  Jim  Herrmann. 

The  BYU  offense,  meanwhile, 
looked  like  it  was  scrimmaging  a  high 
school  team.  The  first  three  times  the 
Cougars  touched  the  ball,  they 
totaled  166  yards  on  11  plays  for  three 
touchdowns  —  in  a  total  of  only  3:56 
minutes. 

With  6:15  remaining  in  the  first 
quarter.  BYU  had  already  put  the 
game  out  of  reach. 

There  was  only  one  mystery  in  this  ■ 
matchup:  Why  would  anyone  sche¬ 
dule  their  homecoming aga’inst  BYU? 

"I  think  BYU  is  as  good  a  football 

team  as  they  are  ranked."  said  Col¬ 
orado  State  coach  Leon  Fuller.  ‘They 
did  all  the  things  necessary  to  be  an 
excellent  football  team. 

"They  executed  well.  We  didn't  ex¬ 
ecute.” 

Cougar  quarterback  Robbie  Bosco 
and  halfback  Kelly  Smith  turned  in 
spectacular  pcrfomances.  Bosco  com¬ 


pleted  16  of  21  passes  for  216  yards 
anti  two  touchdowns,  while  Smith 
caught  both  TD  passes,  totaled  93 
yards  in  receptions  and  rushed  for 
another  4k  yank  and  a  third  tbuch- 
tlown. 

BYU  coach  LaVell  Edwards 
praised  his  running  backs'  perform¬ 
ance  against  the  Rams. 

"We  wanted  to  throw  the  ball  to  out¬ 
backs  and  take  away  some  of  the 
things  they  were  doing  to  our  wide 
receivers,  he  said.  "If  also  makes  a 
difference  in  ute  passing  game  when 
we  can  run  the  ball." 

The  Cougars  totaled  254  yards  on 
the  ground  — not  bad  for  a  team  that 

came  into  the  game  averaging  £4 

yards  rushing  in  its  first  four  games. 

Even  Bosco  got  into  the  running 
act.  With  first-and-goal  on  the  2  in  the 
second  quarter,  the  Quarterback 
dropped  back  atxl  was  about  to  hand 

off  when  he  noticed  there  were  no 
defenders  to  his  right. 

“When  I  was  going  back  there,  I 
saw  there  was  no  one  on  that  side  so  I 
just  ran  it  myself.”  Bosco  said. 

As  the  CSU  crowd  let  out  a  groan, 
the  signal  caller  jogged  into  the  end 
zone  untouched,  making  the  score  28- 

After  Bosco  and  the  offense  had  in¬ 
creased  the  load  to  35-3.  Edwards 
pulled  his  starting  QB  in  favor  of 
backup  Blaine  Fowler  for  the  Inst 
offensive  series  of  the  first  half. 

"Robbie  was  very  sharp  today." 
Ed  wards  said.  "We  didn't  want  to 
take  a  chance  of  reinjury  (Bosco's 
groin  pull)  so  we  let  Blaine  play." 

Fowler  was  overjoyed  with  having 
a  chance  to  play.

completed  one  of  baseball's  greatest  comebacks 

Sunday  by  rallying  for  four  seventh-inning  runs 
against  seemingly  unbeatable  Rick  Sutcliffe  to  de¬ 
feat  the  Chicago  Cubs  6-3  anti  win  their  first 
National  League  pennant. 

The  Padres  will  play  the  Detroit  Tigers  in  the 
first  game  of  the  Word  Series,  beginning  Tuesday 
night  at  San  Diego. 

With  Rich  Gossage  pitching  in  the  ninth  and  the 
crowd  cheering  every  pitch,  the  Padres'  ace  reliev¬ 
er  began  by  getting  Leon  Durham  on  a  fly  to  right, 

which  Tony  Gwynn  grabbed  with  a  fine  running 
catch  near  the  foul  line.  Keith  Moreland  kept  the 
Cubs'  hopes  alive  with  a  line  single  to  right  but 
Gossage  got  Ron  Cey  on  a  pop  to  first  and  Jody 
Davis  on  a  force  out  to  end  the  game. 

Held  for  five  innings  to  only  two  hits  by  Sutcliffe, 
who  had  won  15  straight  games,  including  a  13-0 
triumph  in  the  series  opener,  the  Padres  began 


their  comeback  by  scoring  twice  in  the  sixth  on 
sacrifice  flies  by  Craig  Nettles  and  Tcriy  Kennedy 
to  pull  within  3-2. 

Then,  in  the  seventh,  the  clear  blue  California 
sky  fell  on  the  Cubs.  Sutcliffe  walked  Carmclo  Mar¬ 
tinez  to  start  the  inning  and  Garry  Templeton  sacri¬ 
ficed.  Pinch-hitter  Tim  Flannery,  batting  for  win¬ 
ning  reliever  Craig  Lefferts,  then  grounded  to  first 
baseman  Leon  Durham.  The  ball  went  between 
Durham's  legs  and  Martinez  scored  the  tying  run. 

Alan  Wiggins  then  dumped  a  single  into  short  left 
and  with  the  record-setting  crowd  of  68,359  on  its 
feet  screaming  wildly.  Tony  Gwynn  ripped  a  shot 
that  bounced  over  the  glove  of  second  baseman 
Ryne  Sandberg  into  right-center  for  a  two-run 
double. 

Steve  Garvey,  the  Ma  t  Valuable  Player  of  the 
series  and  hero  of  Saturday  night's  7-5' victory  with 
five  RBI,  singled  in  Gwynn  to  all  but  end  Chicago's 
hope  for  its  first  pennant  .since  1945.

22.  and  Johnson  kicked  a  38-vattl  fiekl  coal  with  two 
st  conds  remaining  in  the  half  to  extend  BYU’s  lead 
to  35  points. 

Kickoff  time  was  moved  up  to  11:30  a.m.  for  a 
cable  television  broadcast  in  Denver,  hut  it’s  doubt¬ 
ful  anyone  watched  the  second  half  on  TV.  Test 
patterns  had  to  be  more  exciting. 

Bosco  opened  the  second  half,  directing  the 
Cougars  on. an  80-yard,  11-play  drive  that  culmin¬ 
ated  with  Robert  Parker's  28-yard  burst  around 
the  right  side  for  BYU's  sixth  touchdown. 

With  the  score  45-3.  Bosco  retired  for  the  day. 
and  Fowler  took  over.  All  56  players  who  made  the 
trip  to  Colorado  saw  action  lor  the  Cougars. 

Fowler  turned  in  a  fine  performance  in  relief,

From  the  beginning  of  settlement  in  the 
far  west,  controversies  over  the  use  of  water 
have  been  of  extreme  importance.  The  interstate 
considerations  in  the  use  of  underground  water 
are  a  source  of  political  controversy.  We  have 

some  court  decisions  from  the  past  two  year  but  no  major  aquifer  has  been 
the  subject  of  an  interstate  compact. 

In  the  arid  west,  the  underground  basins  are  a  major  source  of  water. 
About  thirty  percent  of  the  groundwater  used  for  irrigation  in  the  United  States 
comes  from  one  aquifer  —  the  Ogallala.  Since  irrigation  began,  the  water  level 
have  declined  as  much  as  200  feet  and  the  water  stored  has  decreased  by 
166,000,000  acre  feet.  In  the  process,  the  states  have  become  more 
possessive  of  the  water  underlying  their  territories.  Thus,  the  potential  conflict 
over  ground  water  resources  is  increasing.
